Take the case of the socialists. 
Alter the Franco-German war Bismarck -determined to 


build an empire of autocratic power. He devised the electoral 
system which gave to the Kinp of Prussia absolute power over 
the German empire. The socialists had been going along for 
vears without danger to the state but they voiced their protest 
against autocracy. Bismarck would brook no protest. So the 
socialists were suppressed, some were deported, their meetings 
were broken up and'outlawed, their newspapers destroyed, free 
speech denied them. For a little while it seemed that Bismarck 
had succeeded in quelling all protest against his system. But 
soon the socialists learned the art of political secrecy. They 
published a paper in Switzerland and smuggled it "to Ger- 
many. In twelve years their number grew from 100,000 to 
1 500 000. They grew from an annoyance to Bismarck's schemes 
to a menace to his power. Finally the repressive laws were re- 
pealed and Bismarck was discharged by the autocratic power he 
had created. Socialism continued to grow. But for the mul- 
tiple system of voting whereby a rich employer might cast as 
many votes as his thousands of employes the socialists would 
have gotten control of the government. 


Just as the Franco-German war was brought about to create 


an autocratic German empire so it is believed that the recent 
war was brought on to save that German autocratic power. It 
is the history of all wars that autocracy holds full sway while 
the war is on. Just as free speech and a free press were de- 
nied in this country during and since the war; just as the liber- 
ties of the people were denied in America, so in Germany, 
France, England were freedom of speech and the press and the 
usual liberties of the people doomed as soon as the war began. 
Again the people must by slew process obtain the liberties they 
had before the war. At present the autocrats are in the saddle. 
Alien and sedition laws are passed in haste; men are seized, im- 
prisoned, deported without trial by jury; representatives quali- 
fied under the law and duly elected are denied seats in the legis- 
latures; newspapers are suppressed and denied the mails, their 
publishers ruined without fair trial or conviction of"any crime; 
people are thrown in jails for long terms-4erms that ofter 
mean life sentences for merely expressing an honest conviction
